SECOND DAY.

[Before Mr. Justice Gray and Hon. W. Iamley.) 


The investigation and arbitration touching 
the quarantine claima was proceeded hitw 
yesterday atnoon, In commencing busiaess, 
ex-Mayor Lewis was called pn and asked a 
few questions by the Court. He said at the 
time the steamer Prince Alfred arrived with 
the small-pox on board, he was Mayor. He 
communicated with the thea Provincial Gov- 
ernment about the matter, and they gave 
advice concerciog the quarantine. [Mr. 
Lewis also narrated the circumstances of the 
arrival of the steamer and the action he bad 
taken as Mayor]. 


Mr. Justice Gray then asked for some ex- 
planation regarding the numerous and ex- 
traordinary charges made for hack hire. It 
would appear, said the learned Justice, that 
all the backs, express wagons and other 
vehicles in the city were running to the pest 
house at the same time. He was anxious to 
save all parties concerned the expense of pro- 


_ duciag witcesses ; be would therefore do bis 


best to ventilate the disputed claims by 
questioning authorities present in Court. 
What struck the Court as being the most ex- 
traordinary part of the whole business was 
that passengers were kept out of towo and 
quarantined at a very great expense for some 
time, and the very steamship—in fact the 
maio instrument of the whole trouble—was 
allowed to come iato port aod discharge ber 
Calg.

His ‘hodor thought 
that it.was due to the Dominion Goverament 
that British Columbia should explain the 
wondertul disproportion of the charges made, 
The Court would also like to know the value 
of articles stored in the buildiog near to the 
House of Assembly.

Mr. Lewis, in reply, said ‘‘n0,”’ the board 
bad deemed the account excessive. 

Mr. Justice Gray—Then bow could the 
Board of Health in all fairness sabmit the 
account to either tba local or Dominion Gov- 
éroment, when it was known to be excessive? 
As trustees, the Board of Health bad cer- 
tainly displayed « lax manner in dealing with 
public money. If the bill bad been deemed 
excessive it was the duty of the Board of 
Health to expluin in what point the excess 
actually was. 

Mr. Lewis—The board deemed it the daty 
of the disbursers of the uccouats to see that 
the charges made were not excessive. 2 

Mr. Justice Gray—But surely, Mr. Lewis, 
the Dominion, Government, sowe 4,000 miles 
away, could not be expected to know the 
justoess of claims made in this Province 
without the explenation of the Board of 
Health, who were the actual authority tor 
the expenses; and I do not think that I 
would bave forwarded an account of $8,000 
to other parties to pay when | believed it to 
be exceszive.

A few days before the grand dinner came 
off in honor of Sir Joha A. Macdonald, the 
British Colambia members,—except Mr. De- 
Cosmos,—estertained the Right Honorable 
gentleman attbe Rideau Club. Mr. DeCos- 
mos refused to join in giving the dinner, 
—though private,—or attending any politi- 
cal gathering; but would have ‘cheerfully 
unitet with the otber British Columbia mem- 
bera, if it bad been merely in retur. for the 
hosp tality shown to them by Sir John. Yet 
in that case he wonld have insisted on some 
of the new Government party being present, 
to destroy all political or favor party appear- 
ances. The Ottawa Citizea tried to make out 
that all the British Columbia members were 
Present; but tint was to get up a feeling fa- 
vorable to the Opposition, It was very ia- 
discreet on the part of eur members to join a 
political dinner, when its tendency was to 
bing the new Government against this Prov- 
ince.

Letter from Mr. Adams.

Brcx’s Bar, Stickeex River, 
October 30th, 1873, } 

Dear Sin :—I thought it best as this wa- 
likely to be the last chance to get you a lets 
ter this fa'l to send you a few lines to let you 
koow how thiugs are bere. The weather is 
stil) beautiful although a little rough a month 
ago when ! arrived. Since then we have bad 
the beat kind of weather, but don’t know the 
day when winter may come in roaring, 
although there are no signs uf it yet. 

Those pioneers who found Thibert Creek, 
instead of being the discoverers of this new 
mining district as they represent themselves 
to be, might tave worked until this time. 
They bave acted so headstrong in not secur- 
ing theirclaims according to law, that they 
are resortiog to all kinds of misrepreseatation 
to vilify me, deceive the miners and the pub- 
lic in order to get the Government to endorse 
their ucts to the prejudice of all other miners. 
1 am informed every day of their slander 
against me aod the Government, and they say 
they will force the Government to recognize 
the laws they enacted atthe mines. Those 
men who have gone dofwn to get sympathy, 
to bear them out in an illegal act, don’t own 
afoot of ground in the country, although 
they have taken up acres. I simply informed 
them of the fuct for their own benefit, not 
mine, ss it made no difference tome. My 
sbare has got to come anyhow; but as I told 
them they were leaving a fine opening for all 
those left bebind. I treated them in the most 
respectful and gentlemanly manner and part- 
ed the bestof friends. They bad not got 
away 50 miles when [ heard of their misrepre- 
gentations. Iam informed by eeveral who 
arrived yesterday that they are getting up 
a petition at Fort Wrangle against me. I 
don’t know the parport of it, but when I see 
what it is will refute it properly,asl am 
right and not guilty of anything | am 
asbamed of. ‘They appuinted what they 
called a Gold Commissioner, at the mines, io 
order to set the law at defiance, laid over 
claims that were workable in order to take up 
claims on a new creek. They took hold of a 
dead man's claim and sold it by auction, 
made bills of sale and transfers without being 
tree miners ; or baving any authority of the 
Goveroment ; left their claims two and three 
weeks before their claims were laid over 
legally; never defined a claim by stakes ac- 
cordiug to law; also called them all creek 
claims, when one-balf are bench, if not more; 
took creek claims from summit to summ@ 
Of course all that would have been remedied 
by parties in the spring measuring them of 
legal size; all would have been overlooked in 
the spring whea the Gold Commissioner 
Should come; uader the circumstances per- 
haps which would have been all descretioaary 
power be could use, wishing to favor them as 
they were in an isolated district, where 
‘grub’ was scarce, no means of getting mir- 
ing certificates, although miders generally 
have them going out to prospect; or always 
have; but tbey bad none consequently had 
no rights. I assured them, however, that 
that wenld all be overlooked, and they would 
have the firet chance ; and 1 asked Mr. Rath 
to produce bis memorandum, which be called 
bis record and mining certificate, and that I 
would issue them certificates and record their 
claims by their certific.-s and description. 
1 told them also their claims in my opinion, 
would be ‘as sacred tothem as if they had 
complied with the law; that] was satisfied 
the Government woald be inclined to favor 
them, and the miners here wished them to 
bave the first show, and to respect their 
claims, legally beld or not. They said they 
would band over the money to me and record, 
if | would guarantee for myself and the Gov- 
eroment that their acta aod laws would be 
endorsed. I told them I would do nothing of 
the kind, as that was a matter for the Judge 
or Gold Commission r te decide were it dis- 
puted. 

1 also told them I would not take the gold 
from Mr. Ruth at the rate they gaveit to 
bim,$17 per ounce,but I would take it at $16, 
the standard price, They consulted togetber 
and came tu the conclusion tnat they would 
take it below. I said all right, it made no 
difference to me; it was at their own peril, as 
the day they should leave here their claims 
would be vacant, no record would be recog- 
nized, this was the place to qualify and record 
according to law. They might as well cut 
the throats of these miners here, 40 in num-~- 
ber, as to go below and not record here. 
Thatis all they bhaveto go by in selecting 
and respectiog legally held claims. 

They now say. they will not respect any 
ground except that recorded here.
